arge Meeting at National Hall 
This Morning. 


History of the Strike---The Plasterers 
and Hod-Carriers. 


The strike of the coopersis now an accom- 
plisned fact. After weeks of talk, and after 
the men in severa) shops had quit work, nearly 
the whole body of coopers in St. Louis, num- 
bering some 6U0 men, have turned out ona 
strike. An organization has been pertected, 
and everything isin running order to keep up 
the war, especial pains having been taken to 
secure the sinews thereof—pecuniary aid. 

The present is the busy time of the coopers, 
and, of course, they have seized the advanta- 
geous opportunity to compel the bosses to ac 
cede to their demands. The first inauguration 
ot the strike took place on Monday, July 10, 
but the movement did not become general un- 
til Thursday. St. Louisis a large center for 
the cooper trade, and there are probably more 
barrels made here thanin any other city. Over 
65,000 barrels are manufactured in this city 
weekly. Therate of pay hitherto paid the 
coopers has been 5 cents for hand and7 cents 
for machine work, andthe workmen now de- 
mand 7 cents forhandand 10 cents for ma- 
chine, an increase of 2and 3 cents respective- 
ly. They claim that at the rate they have 
been paid the average rate of wages 
per week that il man could 
earn Was only $6 25, and at the prices they 
now demand the average workmancan only 
make $8 50 weekly. This they say will not sup- 
port amanand his family..Forthis amount, 
in the large shops, of which there are about a 
dozen in the city, the men work ten hours per 
day, while in the smal! ones twelve and thir- 
teen hours’ work constitutes a day’s labor.The 
strikers claim that they have been forced into 
taking their present action; that the §wages 
they earned barely enabled them to escape 
Starvation. Asone man said, no single boss 
was responsible forthe strike; it was 

STARVATION FORCED THEM TO IT. 
As before stated there are about 600 coopers 


in the city; of these over 500 are out ona’ 


Strike. All of these men do not belong to the 
Coopers’ Union, a joint organizationjhas been 
formed Which embraces union and non-union 
men alike, and to which all the striking coop- 
ers belong. Tle officers of the organization 
are James J. Coftey, president; Leopold Leff- 
ler, vice-president; Samuel Miller, secretary, 
and Nicholas Devereux, financial secre- 
tary. Appeals have been sent to all the 
Cooners’ Unions in the States and in Canada, 
andto other trades-unions, and promises of 
aid have been received. Next week itis ex- 
pected thata large amount of money will ar- 
rive here from Workingmen’s organizations 
elsewhere. Aid has also been solicited in 
town,and the men so far have been very 
successiul. A finance committee has been ap- 
pointed by the strike organization and sits 
duily in National Hall, Broadway and Chim- 
bers, from 9a.m.to4p.m. Meetings are now 
also held daily at 9:25. 

The President of the Coopers’ International 
Union has issued an appeal, calling upon the 
coopers inthe States and Canada to help the 
St. Louis coopers. The strike of the coopers 
here has assumed a great importance, as it is 
claimed that if they succeed there will be a re- 
organization of wagesin this branch of busi- 
ness throughout the West. For this reason, the 
coopers in other towns will probably render 
substantial aid. 

The headquarters of the strikers is at Nation- 
al Hall, and at any hour of the day numbers ot 
them can be seenin that locality. They are 
peaceful and orderly, and thus far no disturb- 
ance has occurred. It is a notable fact that the 
men are al) temperate. Even tbe saloen under 
the National Hall is not patronized, and if the 
men drink itis evident that now, at least, they 
do not squanderthe money they receive from 
their support fund. In the morning, 
before the meeting, some three or four 


hundred men congregate in the vicinity of the 
hall. As aciass they appear to be hard work- 
ing, intelligent men. It is plainly apparent that 
they mean to fight it out on the line of 7 and 
10 cents if ittakes all summer, aud there are 
no indications of their yielding. The bosses on 
the contrary are reported to be -inelined to 
compromise. Before the strike commencea 
the men appointed a committee to waiton the 
ses and confered with them on their demands 
and then endeavor to obtain ther in- 
crease without striking. Some 
the bosses, it is said, were even 
then willing to agree to ihe men’s terms. At 
present the coopers want the bosses to pay 
seven and ten cents for work and sign acon- 
tract to pay these prices for one year. At their 
ey 0 every allusion to their determination 
to hold out until these terms are 
agreed to is greeted with immense applause. 


To-Day’s Mecting. 

At 9:30 this morning President Coffey called 
the organization of strikers together at Na- 
tional Hall. 

' The minutes of yesterday’s meeting were 
read by the secretary. 

Mr, Cardell, for the committee appointed to 
waitonthe glass-blowers to solicit aid, re- 
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be forthcoming from | 


Wire Works, reported slight donation from an- 
other source. The cemmittee had not 
‘et visited the wire works, but 
jntended doing so on Saturday. 

August Gahb, of the committee to visit the 
machinists and blacksmiths at the Pacific ma- 
chine shops, stated that he haa done so, but 
found that the menthere were paid on Mon- 
day. They were the same as any other me- 
chanics; they didn’t carry money in their 
pockets. The men gave the committee en- 
couragement, and they would visit them on 
pay-day. 

John Knapp, of the same committee, said 
the machinists hud promised to contribute 
treely. The report was accepted and the com- 
mittee discharged, and the President was au- 
thorized to attend to the matter. | 

Mr. Henningfield, of the committee to visit 
the men atthe co-operative furniture shops, 
saidthe workmen there informed him they 
were just paid enough to live. Even most of 
their wages was paid to them in grocery or- 
ders. They hoped, however, the coopers 
would hold out. Committee dischargo4. 

Albert Albery and S.A. Ball were uppointed 
acommittee to visit the men at Lambert’s 
shop and Lutz’stwo stores, and endeavor to 
induce them to quit. These shops are what is 
termed tight-burrel shops. 

The various committees appointed yesterday 
to call at some of the smaller shops, where 
some men were still working, and induce 
them to join the strike, then reported. Many of 
the men thus visited quit work. 

A rather ludicrous incident occurred to the 
committee calling at Cass’ shop, on Eighth and 
Allen avenue, where the boss told his 
mento go out and join the strikers, but the 
men refused. This was a bottie beer barrel 
store. 

Altogether it was ascertained that only 
ten coopers were workingin the southern part 
of the city. 

The president remarked that the bosses 
would all sooncome to their terms. All they 
hadtodowas to stick a little longer. [Ap- 
plause.] Some one told himthe bosses would 
commit suicide if they held out much longer. 
[J.aughter and applause. | 

Mr. Cardell said he would speak for one boss 
who, althongh be had not comwitted suicide, 
had a bad case of palsy. jGreat cheering and 
laughter. | 

Mr. Cardell then suggested the appointment 
of a committee to wait upon the millers. They 
were fighting the boss coopers fairly and not 
the millers. They could ascertain froin the 
millers what the bosses got for the barrels. 
The bosses, too, should understand they were 
not fighting the millers forthem. He also ad- 
vised the strikers to apply for financial relief 

when they really needed it. 

Mr. Leffler differed from the above gentle- 
man’s view as to the committee to visit 
the millers. They were figiting their 
own battle for ‘‘seven and ten.’’ [Applause.] 
He thén recited instances where such action to- 
wards the miilers had proved futile. 

Stephen Coffey was also opposed to the ap- 
pointment of a committee tur t..uat purpose. 
The matter then dropped. 

DANGEROUS BARRELS. 

The president then called the attention of the 
meeting tothe fact that barrel-rack wagons 
were going around picking up old barrels that 
had been in cellars and were mildewed and 
decayed, had been used by rats, etc... and 
that the bosses were putting them in use as 
flour barrels. The attention of the public 
should be called to this fact. Some of these 
barrels were used for sugar, and the people 
had to eat it after it had been placed in these 
filthy barrels. , 

Mr. Kellogg said these ‘‘gutter snipes’’ were 
collecting these retuse barrels, so hurd pushed 
were the bosses. These old barrels had been 
placed in back cellars and 
other damp and places. 
Rat poison, etc., frequently 
placedin them. Then the ‘‘gutter snipes’’ 
carried these bavrels to some stagnant pond, 
washed them, scrapedthem inside and sold 
them to the millers and _ refiners. 
Flour, sugar, cornmeal, etc., 
put into them. The Board of 
lealth should see to this as a sanitary precaa- 
tion. It was for the benefit of the public that 
this should be known. He thoughtit woulda be 
well for the coopers to take action and at the 
next legislature srocure the 
of a law prohibiting the 
such damaged barrels for this purpose. He 
advised the coopers to stand firm in their de- 
mands; their honor demanded it, for they had 
appealed to their brethren throughout the 
country. ‘‘Never go to work until you are 
forced to do it for want ofameal.’’ [Immense 
> © managed Kgery one was in sympathy with 
them. 

Mr. Leffler reiterated in German, for the ben- 
efitof the members of that nationality, the 
preceding speaker’s remarks.

Mr. Candell proposed the appointment of a 
committee to wait on the Sanitary Commis- 
sioners to call their attention to the use of 
these barrels. 

Mr. Stephen Coffey opposed the idea. 

Mr. Leffler also objected. 

Mr. Devereux would swear that he had seen 
or filthyfbarreis washed in the gutter and 
ponds. 

Messrs. Cardell, Coffey and McCloyne were 
then appointed as the committee. 

The reporter ascertained that over 2,000 old 
barrels were collected inthe city a week, and 
were ordinarily used as potato burrels. 

It was stated that the boss of the Hyde Park 
shop was willing to sign the contract if the 
other bosses would do so. 

Daniel Johnson said Mr. Schmieding, 
hardware mnan, had told them to stand out. 

It was then decided that the Treasurer should 
make no report of the funds in hand as hereto- 
fore. The disposition of the fund was to be 
lett to the Finance Committee, who would keep 
an account and report when the strike was 
over. It wus tolly, they thought, to 
faa the amount of their funds to their ene- 
mies. 

it was also stated that the coopers in Cairo 
had obtained an increase of two cents. 

The President then requested members to 
come forward with appeals tor subscriptions. 
These appeals all bear the stamp of the union 
and the men will collect money with them. He 
also requested those membcrs desiring pecu- 
niary vidtoecome to the Financial Commit- 
tee when the meeting was over.

The hod-carriers in a few days will, it is said, 
join the plasterers, and also demand $3 per 
day. Should this turn out true it will almost 
entirely stop the erection of the buildings now 
in progress throughout the city.

HORROR 


Light Thrown on the Fate of 
Jennie Clarke, 


The Girl Whose Dead Body Was 
Found in a Trunk. 


The Mystery Surrounding Her Fate 
Cleared Up.

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Arrest of the Parties Implicated—De- 
tails of the Crime.

Boston, July 16.—The mystery that has 
long shreuded the death of Jennie P. Clarke, 
whose body was found in a trunk at Lynn, 
now is said to be solved. Late last nicht those 
implicated were arrested and lodged in the 
Tombs. 

THE PARTIES ARRESTED 
were Mme. C. C.Goodrich, female physician, 
21 Lagrange street, and who is the alleged 
abortionist in the case, Dr. Kimball, who liv- 
ed in the same house with that woman, and is 
charged with being one of the principal acces- 
sories, Mr. ~ Allen N. Adams, at 
Highlands, at whose house Jennie last work- 
ed, and two women, mother and daughter, 
living in Somerville, at whose house’ in the 
south part of that town Jennie Clarke is 
said to have died. The two 
ladies, however, whose names are 
just now suppressed for obvious reasons, but 
whointhis narrative will be referred to as 
Smith, are held principally as witnesses in 
the case. They have always borne a good rep- 
utation in Somerville and are supposed to have 
been guiltless of any criminal intent in the 
share they took in the transactions, though 
their names are included in the complaint 
against the parties arrested, charging com- 
plicity in procuring abortion upon the body of 
Jennie Clarke. They, it appears, were nurses 
of Jennie at*the house in Somerville. 

THE FACTS OF THE CASE, 
as they are related by them, and corroborated 
by the testimony, are that on the 12th of Feb- 
ruary last, when the Clarke _ girl 
left her home in Highland, 
she went direct to the house of Mme. Good- 
rich, and there the abortion was performed, 
and she remained for a few days, and, on the 
15th of February, left Boston for Somerville, 
going to the house of the Smiths. Shortiy 
after her arrival, she was delivered of 
a foetus, and fora while exhibited symptoms 
of getting well. Soon, however, her illness 
took an unfavorable turn, and, on the 25t 
inst., she died. Dr. Kimball and the 
‘*‘Madame’’ had previously been notified 
of the turn matters were’ ._—ittaking, 
and the doctor went to Somerville, arriving 
there shortly after Jennie’s death, and assist- 
ing in packing up the body, first, with a pair 
of dentist’s forceps, cutting off the nose of 

THE DEAD GIRL. 

The body of Miss Clarke was then put into 
a trunk, and onthe following evening Kim- 
ball carried itina buggy in the direction of 
Lynn. He was unable to sink it, as desired, 
as most of the streams were frozen, but on 
reaching Fox Hill Bridge, on the Sangus 
River, he put it overboard through the rails. 

This is the substance of the story of the two 
nurses of Jennie Clarke,as told this morning to 
detectives. 

MANY DETAILS 

are yet unknown, and the principals refuse to 
divulge anything, claiming their entire iuno- 
cence, but their denial will be met by strong 
evidence in the hands of the officers, and the 
indictment of all the parties 
by the Grand Jury at 
its next session will probably follow. A Dr. 
Jas. L. Simonds, so-called dentist, who 
owns the building on 21 Lagrange street, 
where the abortion was performed, was also 
arrested. He is notorious as the proprietor 
of several other dens of a similar character.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Anthony Zabriski, a 
millionaire living at Central Morrisania, a 
member of an ancient, historical and very ec- 
centric family, was instantly killed this morn- 
ing at Central Morrisania by the New Haven 
express train. 

MR. ZABRISKI 
had just left the grounds surrounding his 
house, which isin the rear of the car repair 
shop at Central Morrisania, accompanied by 
his sister, Mrs. Martin E. Green. They in- 
tended to take the train for the city 
which leaves the Central Morrisania Depot at 
9:10 o’clock. As he approached, he saw a 
train approach from the north, and supposed 
that it was the train he meant to take and 
that it would not stop at the depot, 
which was about 100 yards distant from him. 
He, therefore, hastened across the track, but 
the train, which proved to be the New Haven 
express, did not stop, but rushed down upon 
him at a rate of forty miles an hour, and the

threw him a distance of two hundred feet on 
a side-track, where he strutk on his head 
frightfully mangled. Zabriski’s property is 
estimated at $10,000,000.

How He Entered and Robbed a Jewelry 
Store.

Shadowed by Detectives, He is Captured 
and Jailed.

Other Crimes Revealed in the Courts to- 
Day. 


Between five and six o’clock on last Sunday 
morning the jewelry store of William Rhine 
holdt, on the corner of Fourth and Myrtle 
streets, was burglarized of ninety-six gold 
rings and forty-five silver ones, all of the 
value of $450. The robbery was 
a bold one. and had been executed 
almost in an instant, and there was no clue to 
the thief or thieves. Mr. Rhineholdt had 
opened up his store and stepped into the back 
vard for a moment, and On his return his stock 
of rings had disappeared. It wasso early that 
no one was on the street at the time, and the 
robbery was shrouded in mystery. Acting 
Chiet of Police Lee was notified of 
the robbery, and detailed Detectives O'Neil 
and Stewart to work up the case. 


THE DETECTIVES 
spent Sunday in a fruitless search, and started 
out Monday morning with hope deferred. Near 
tne corner of Third and Locust streets O'Neil 
observed two youny fellows dividing up some 


money, 2nd from the suspicious actions of one 
vecame Convinced that they had been in some 
cdevilment. At any rate he _ concluded 
to take theminio custody. The lads were ar 

rested and taken to the Chestnut Street Police 
Station, where they gave their names as Bar- 
ney Lynch and John Masoni. On being search- 
ed,a pawn-ticket calling for one plain gold 
ring was found in Masoni’s possession, anda 
further investigation revealed the fact that 
Linch had just secured it through pawning a 
ring given him by Masoni for that purpose, 
An examination of the ripg showed it to be 
onejot those stolen from Rbhineholdt’s, and 
Masoni was locked up ani!

The Sanitary Condition of Mempnis. 
[From Yesterday's Appeal. | 

A careful examination of afew of our con- 
temporaries reveals the, fact that they are not 
informed as to the present sanitary condition 
of Memphis, and are as far from the real 
origin or cause of the few cases of yeliow fever 
we have had as it is possible for them 
to be. They lay as much stress wpon 
filth as a factor or promoter of the dreadful dis- 
ease, as if our streets and alleys, the bayou 
and the houses and the yards of our citizens 
were in the same condition as last year, when 
the accumulations of years were everywhere 


making themselves felt as dead- 
ly poisons. Since January last, when 
the new government was organized, 
the Board of Health has been active not only in 
removing the stores of other years, but the 
daily accumulations to the extent of nearly 
forty thousand cart loads. Garbage and as 

collection systems have been established and 
are doing efficient work, and most of our 
white citizens, under the stimulus of the aux- 
iliary sanitary association, bave within their 
private premises inaugurated a system 
of cremation of evervthing but excreta, sothat 
there was little to cart away but ashes, and 
the carts were thus used to carry away to the 
dumps the festering accumulations of the 
cays when the people lived in defiance of the 
simplest rules of ae ACCESS aud were as 
reckless of health as if it were as 
bountiful in supply as the water 
in the great river that washes our shores. A 
vast improvement has been effected in the 
sanitary condition ofthe city, and, what 1s 
quite as encouraging, the people have been 
awakened to a sense of the necessity for daily 
sanity work. Meanwhile we can safely assert 
that we are in a much safer condition than last 
vear, and that we are by so much better 
alie to withstand the yellow or any other 
fever.

**THREE SCORE AND TEN.” 

If distinctions of cfass and prejudices of 
caste mark aristocratic countries, what 
must be thought of prejudices of skin in a 
Sree country? 

Democrary means liberty. Democracy 
means equality. Democracy means human- 
itv. But what sort of liberty, what sort of 
equality, what sort of humanity is it ifa 
person isto be degraded and ostracised in 
spite of the greatest possible merit, simply 
because his skin may be dark and in his 
veins may be some drops of African 
blood? 

Deeply rooted prejudices, we know, are 
not quickly eradicated. They die slowly. 
Yet they die. Thanks to the power of pro- 
gressive ideas and the spirit of enlighten- 
ment, there is 
bigotry, superstition, stupidity and preju- 
dice. If, to-day, we compare the prevalent 


ideas about religion or American views about 


a constant diminution of 


foreigners and foreign ideas, or the pres- 
ent condition of the negro, with those of 
twenty or thirty years ago, we will find 
a revolution in sentiment and thought. 

Yet it is astonishing how slowly progres- 
sive, liberal ideas advance. Even in this 
age, at this very day, a journal like the Re- 
publican,speaking about the unpleasant situ- 
ation of the solitary negro cadet in West 
Point and the prejudice of color, says: 

It will not be very long, we fancy, before this 
ridiculous attempt to abolish ‘‘the prejudice 
of caste’’ is abandoned. That prejudice may 
be very unreasonable and very objectionable 
in view of the fifteenth amendment, but nev- 
ertheless it is a fact,which can neither be got- 
ten over, around, nor under. The youngest 
child now living, if he live to three score and 
ten, will not see it removed. Such efforts as 
this at West Point do far more harm than 
good. 

This isa very illiberal, 
undemocratic and untruthful view. 
the world go backward after all? 
dices of caste and color 
certainly not one-tenth as strong as they 
were twenty years ago. Will they grew or 
decrease in the future? 

We are glad to think and perfectly sin- 
cere in believing that the world is growing 
more enlightened every year, not less. 
And we should feel sorry, indeed, if the

The Establishment to Be the Most Splendid 
Club House in the West. 


Tie St. Louis Club Building, Nos. 1530 and 
1552 Washington avenue, will be ready for use 
Septemberl1. The lease by which it came into 
the possession of the club was signed only a 
month or two ago, but the changes already 
made are very striking, and indicate that noth- 
ing is going to be spared to make the place one 
of the handsomest of the kind in the country.The 
building, originally constructed for two rest- 
dences,has always been a notable-looking one, 
being three stories high, with extensive grounds 
on both the west and east, taking up nearly, if 
not quite, a quarter of a block. The St. Louis 
Club took it with the expectation of putting in 
$30,000 worth of improvements on the grounds 
and in making necessary changes in the 
building. The general supervision of 
the work was entrusted to Messrs. George D. 
Capen and David B. Gould, both of whom have 
been untiring in their efforts to make the club 
and its undertaking a success. The first thing 
done was to give the exterior of the building 

A SPLENDID FINISH, 
which was done by putting on séveral coats of 
paint, and changing the front to a splendid 


imitation of light sandstone, The 
imitation is so perfect that one passing along 


the street would never suspect that it was other 
than genuine. Thelarge windows of the front 
—some sixteen in number—have their casings 
paintedin dark green, andthe contrast be- 
tween thatand the light stone color is very 
pretty. There aretwo large doors at the en- 
trance, and those lead into two balls 
from which run two grand 
stairwavs to the third story. On both the west 
and north sides, there are bay windows, and 
all the walls between them have arched open- 
ings so that from one to the other, through the 
entire building, there isa wide passage way. 
The ceilings of the rooms On all the floors are 
very high and the light and ventilation ex- 
cellent. It has been found that there are 
many advantages and conveniencesin having 
the two buildings to convert intoone. Onthe 
west side of the front entrance is to be the 
inain dining-room. Itisto be made of what 
was originally a parlor and dining-room, and 
will, theretore, be quite large. The folding 
doors that formerly existed have been taken 
away, and the archway that remains is to have 
ascieen or curtain, which may be put up or 
not, just as may be desired, This grand dining- 
room is to be a model of beautv. The frescoing, 
under the direction ot Mr. A. R. White, is just 
now being done, and is of the 
QUEEN ANNE STYLE. 

Enough oas been done already to give. a fair 
conception of its artistic delicacy and beauty. 
It is the first time any frescoing in Queen Anne 
style has been done in any public building in 
St. Louis, and there is none to be found here 
anywhere except in a single private residence. 
It was first employed some four- 
teen years ago in Buckingham 
Palace, England, and is now 
becoming quite fashionable in New York and 
Boston. It does not consist of any free-hand - 
ed work, such as angels, female figures and 
vines and flowers, but depends for its attract- 
iveness upon a combination of brilliant colors, 
black and gold being largely employed, The 
wood work of the grand dining room is to be 
finished in gold colors and is being done by 
Mulien & Hoppius. The furniture is 
also to be of the Queen Ann? 
style, this corresponding with the 
trescoing and woodwork painting, and is being 
made to order by the Mitchell Furniture Com- 
pany ofthis city. It will be the most splendid 
set of dining-room fturniture ever seen inthe 
city. The carpet will correspond, and is to be 
furnished by the Kennards. The tableware, 
silver and general appointments will 
all be in hurmony, and, when com- 
plete, the grand dining room will 
be a dazzling array ot all that is novel and ele- 
gant. 

Directly across the halls from the grand din- 
ing-room is 

THE GRAND PARLOR, 
and back of this isthe library. Both these are 
to be finished and furnished in the Eastlake 
style, frescoing, furniture, carpets and chairs 
correspondiag. The walls will probably be gray 
and the frescoing done in black and gold. The 
lambrequins for the windows of both the din- 
ing-room and parlor areto beof leather and 
are to be made in New York. They are of an 
entirely new style and are said to be exceeding- 
ly rich and luxurious in their appearance. 

Back of the dining-roomis the kitchen, 
appointments of which have 
been fully determined upon and 
cannot, therefore, be described, but 
itis known that it willcontain the most com- 
plete cuisine arrangements inthecity. Con- 
nected with it are the wine vaults and storage 
roomns, and above it are the servants’ rooms; 
and other quarters of a corresponding charac- 
ter. 

Back of the grand parlor and library is the 
coffee room, whichis to bea placeto take a 
basty lunch when there is not time nor disposi- 
tion to engage in a more pretentious meal. 
@The second floor is reached by two flights of 
stairs. On the west side of the second floor isfa 
private dining-room, whichis to be frescoed 
and finished ina style hardly second to the 
granada dining-room below. It consists of what 
was originally.tworooms, and, when complet- 
ed, will be a perfect ‘ ‘gem of beauty.’’ 

On the east side, just across from 
the private dining-room, is the 
ladies’ parlor, which is probably to be furnish 
ed in blue and gold, furniture and all apoint- 
ments corresponding. Back of the ladies’ par- 
lor is the directors’ room, a place for the meet- 
ings of the officers of the club. This is also to 
be handsomely furnished. The third floor is 
cutup into a number of 8mall rooms, the 
largest one of which is the billiard parlor. 
The other rooms are for the 
convenience of private parties of gentlemen 
who may wish to consult with one another 
about business or enjoy themselves socially. 

It can be easily seen from this description 
that the St. Louis Club building is to bea most 
complete and magnificent establishment, and 
such an one as will be a pride and an honor to 
the city. The merchants of St.Louis have long 
telt the need ot a place where 
they could go and consult at some 
leisure with one another,and where they could 
entertain guests from abroad. As will be seen, 
whenever a distinguished visitor comes to the 
city he can be treated in a style comporting 
with the character of the merchants of St. 
Louis.

A Pretty Girl With an Enormous Left Leg 
and Foot. 
(from the Cincinnati Enqutrer. | 

Last night Mrs. Taylor, a widow residing in 
Newport, brought to the office of Dr. L. C. Carr 
her little girl, who has the misfortune to be 
singularly deformed. The left leg and foot are 
ot prodigious size and extremely unshapely. 
The mother said she was desirous of briaging 
the oase to the attention of the medical frater- 
nity. A large-sized photograph of the girl was 
sent to this office. The child is a hand- 
some girl, 9 years of are, very inatelli- 
gent, and apparently happy. The limb is six 
inches longer than its mate. The extra length 
isinthe tibia and tibula. The muscles ure 
enormously developed in front of the limb,ow- 
ing to the position the child assumes in walk- 
ing, giving them the appearance of a calf. 
Thereis nodevelopment in the rear of the 
limb. The knee and upper parts of this mem- 
ber are developed in proportion, but the great 
deformity isin the foot, which is ten times as 
large as its mate around; the ankle and heel. 
also the outside of the foot, embracing two or 
three of the toes, although greatly entarged, 
have a natural look.

They still have the nails 
in position. The child was detormed at its 
birth, anc the deformity has been growing 
with the child, who is a living skeleton. Other- 
wise she has never had any trouble in getting 
around. She skips the rope, jumps and plays, 
and does not seemto be embarrassed by the 
malformation. 

Illinois as the Granary of England. 
[From the London Spectator, June 28. ] 

Mr. George M. Higginson, who says he has 
lived thirty-six yearsin Chicago and has en- 
gaged in a great varicty of businesses, sends a 
letter to the Times, on the prosperity of Illinois 
and its chiet city, Chicago. The area ot ILIli- 
nois is equal tothat of England, and is almost 
all prairie, 90 per cent of which is capable of 
profitable cultivation, though there are still 
1,000,000 square miles untouched by the plow. 


The crop of Indfan corn in the State in 1377 
was three times the English wheat crop, while 
the wheat was one-third of the 
latter amount. Chicago, which de- 
pends, to a great excent,:. upon the 
yroductiveness of the State, had only 4,000 in- 
abitants in 1840 and now has 500,000, doub- 
ling every five years. Mr. Higginson believes 
that, owing to the geographical position of 
Chicago in respect tothe lakes, this progress 
willgoon atthe samerate and that Chicago 
will become in 1890 a city of 2,000,080, it be- 
ing possible, by a little inprovement in canals, 
to enable wheat ships to sail straight from Uh:- 
cago to Liverpool and return laden with manu- 
factured articles. Mr. Higginson calls atten- 
tion to the often forgotten fact that America 
has, population for population, more labor 
than any country, the males, owing to immi- 
gration ,.outnumbering the females by 600,Uu0, 
whereas in England the difference is just the 
other way. The whole account is an ominous 
one for the British farmer, the object of Lilinois 
in creation being to feed Great britain cheaply.

city. 

‘*What can you expect,’’ asks the Health 
Commissioner, ‘‘when I am given but one man 
to look after the alleys and houses of a whole 
ward,-especially when his directions about 
cleaning are not obeyed afterhe gets out of 
sight. For example, Dr. Fitch is required to 
keep the Fourteenth Ward in good sanitary 
condition so far as his supervision may extend. 
The Fourteenth Ward includes the vast area 
which lies on the West Side north of West 
Ohio street and Chicago avenue. In it are 
fifty-two thousand people to be looked after. 
Four men cou!d not do the work well.’’ 

In looking after the condition of the poor it 
is quite natural to visit the tenement-houses, 
known as such, and forget the crowded hovels 
which have been already referred to in 
4hese columns, which were never intended 
for more than one family, and which are,nev- 
ertheless, 

CROWDED TO SUFFOCATION 
with those who care not to live better or who 
can not. The so-called tenement-houses are 
palaces in comparison with many of these, 
The number of them is great, too. They are 


scattered over the entire city, and startlingly 
close to respectable homes. They are hotbeds 
of disease,and must be injurious to the whole 
neighborhood. 

Perhaps nothing more horrible could be con- 
ceived as existing in sucha city as this,’than 
what came to the notice of a Times reporter 
on last evening. He was told that 


A CHILD WAS DYING 
in the rear of aframe house black with dirt 
and rickety with age, on North Union street, 
near Ohio. A board walk along the side of 
the house Jed to the rear. A dozen feet below, 


and on the steps leading out of a basement 
room, there sat two women, and, by their 
side, lay the babe. The reporter descended 
the steps which led down tothem. The babe 
was stretched out on a pillow,and was covered 
with a piece of coarse tarlatan, which lay so 
close to its face and bare arms that the flies 
found access to it through the meshes. The 
babe was apparently sleeping when the re- 
porter first saw it, but it tossed, and threw its 
arms about continually. The mother gave the 
ageand condition. of the child unfeelingly. 
She said it was eight months old,and had been 
-sick for a week. It had the cholera infantum, 
and ‘‘*the doctor said there was somethin’ the 
matter with her head, and that she’d die ’fore 
midnight. I’ve had five children, and buried 
two afore this one. .There’s the two left, out 
there, asides this one, which won’t live.’’ 
And the woman pointed to a boy and a gir] in 
the yard, so ragged and dirty as to be almost 
unrecognizable. 

‘*What are you doing for that poor child?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

**Oh, I’m givin’ her some wine, which the 
doctor said would be all we could do for her, 
since she wus goin’to die any way.’’ and 
she produced a bottle of the vilest looking 
stuff imaginable. It had been bought at a low 
groggery a few doors distant. It was that 
which the woman had poured duwn the throat. 
of a dving babe.’’ 

‘*How long has your chiid been sick?’’ 

‘*Nigh onto two weeks. She was stout and 
healthy, but got sick, I think, from the filth 
about this house,’’ and the woman proceeded 
to give some account of the condition of things 
surrounding her, which the reporter more 
fully investigated, and will refer to below. 

The mother had feeling enough left to en- 
deavorto get the little dying creature at her 
feet out of the narrow and close stoop on 
which it had been lying. She picked up the 
pillow and carried it back into the rear of the 
lot and placed it 

IN AN OLD EXPRESS WAGON. 

It seems an incredible thing, but them other 
paid little attention to the babe after that. 
She sent her boy away for a small pail of milk

While the woman was in the yard the re- 
porter went back and pushed into the solitary 
room occupied by the family. The door was 
still retained in its place by asingle hinge.

No table, no bed, no chairs—simply nothing | 


else was there. The neighbors said this fam- 


ily had been possessed of some of the minor | 


articles of furniture until within a week or 


two, but the last had been pawned for drink. | 


The stove had gone the way of all the other 


articles. The family slept now on the floor or 
on the ground in the yard, and ate from their 
hands such scraps as they could gather up. 

The neighbors told of the pitiful cries of the 
little babe night after night, when no relief 
was brought it. The mother, no longer ago 
than Sunday, slept the night through without 
heeding its cries and the pleadings of her oth- 
er children who begged of he r to ‘*wake and 
giv e Anna something to eat. A woman liv- 
ing near said that the child was actually raw 
with the dirt and filth which was aliowed to 
~ Accumulate on its body. Other things related 
are not fit for publication, which would but 
characterize the mother as an unparalleled 
monster in human form. 

The ground on which these houses stand is 
unusually low. As stated before, there are 
no.sewers from them. The reporter could not 
endure an investigation of more than one of 
the houses to determine the results attending 
this lack of sewerage. Inoneof the houses 
water was conducted through pipes to each of 
the floors. Pipes and slop-boxes conducted 
the waste water and swill—where? Directly 
to the ground underneath the house. where on 
last night it formed a sea of filth several inches 
indepth. It was there all the time, the occu- 
pants said, and was very much worse a week 
ago than now. The inmates threw slops of all 
sorts out of the windows, and the refuse from 
their tables went the sameway. The reporter 
was asked to tbrust his head out of the bed- 
room window of an occupant in the basement, 
and see what those living up-stairs threw 
down. 


A MASS OF DECAYING AND PUTRID GARBAGE, 
held in solution by the liquids which came 
with it from the second and third story win- 
dows, was discovered. The exhalations were 
foul and thick with the seeds of cholera. One 
of the inmates said he had dug a trench toa 


neighbor’s sewer,and had succeeded partially 
in draining the cesspool under them. This 
pool is kept full by seven families, who occu- 
py that house, four of whom live in the base- 
ment. Some oneinthe house is constantly 
sick. One man, who had nothing but rags 
for clothes, said he had just given a doctor $10 
to save the life of one of his children, who had 
beensick for weeks. The character of the 
ape which the people have may be judged 
the rent they pay, which varies from $1 to 
$3 amonth. The seven houses spoken of are 
OCCUPIED BY TWENTY FAMILIES.

Miss Kellogg in London. 
[From the London Hornet, June 25.) 

In the part of Aida Miss Ciara Louise Kel- 
loge made her first appearance in this country 
since, ifI recollect rightly, the year 1873. 
In the interim the lady has, with truly artistic 
industry, been fur:hcr studying and gaining 
fresh experience in her art on the various 
town and provincial stages of the United 
States. and she comes back to us a very differ- 
ent artist from that of six years ago. Her 
voice was then thin, shrill, bard and unsym- 
pathetic; it is now matured, mellowed and 
most pleasing in quality, if it has somewhat 
decreased in power. That she has made con- 
siderable advance in histronic ability there can 
be no question, but, above all, there was 
throughout the performance of Thursday the 
consciousness that Miss Kellogg was athorough 
and conscientious artist. There was no at- 
tempt to force her voice, not the slightest ten- 
dency to over-act. Very properly reserving 
her forces in the first act, it was not until the 
great scene between the daughter of Pharaoh 
und ber captive handmaiden in the second act 
that Miss Kellogg began to show the audience 
the sort of artist who now appeared before 
them. This scene, where the Princess seeks 
to deceive her slave, in order to extract from 
her the secret of her love, with the defiance 
hurled at the head of Pharaoh’s daughter,and 
the instant chayge to a tone of piteous appeal 
when the slave recollects she must notdisgrace 
her name and kindred by disclosing her 
rank, was most powerfully rendered by both 
Miss Kellogg and Mme. ‘Lrebelli, both artists 
manifesting greater dramatic force than their 
best friends could have suspected. But the 
greatest surprise came in the scenes on the 
shores of the Nile, first between Aida and her 
father, and secondly between Aida and her 
lover. Although Signor Galassi cannot boast 
the polished style of Signor Graziani, who 
created the part at Covent Garden, he, fired 
by the example of Miss hellogg, suddenly dis- 
closed 1emarkable dramatic power, and the 
passage where Amonasro invokes the wrath 
of the blood-stained cities of Ethiopia on his 
daughter’s head was delivered with a force 
which fairly brought down the house. Miss 
Kellogg’s share in this important scene,and in 
the still more trying duet with her lover which 


followed, was marked by the rare ability ofa |

Aftera few moments the lady entered, mak- 
ing excuses for her husband’s'absence through 
our interpreter and requesting most earnestly 
that we would make our visit to her, and sson 
sending for her sister, who spoke French, we 
spent half an hour very enjoyably with them. 
They are Syrian women of the best type, with 
fine, bright faces and in European dress, that 
of eur hostess being an embroidered white 
wrapper, with red silk girdle about her waist 
and, like her sister, artificial fowers in her 
hair. Both ladies when they entered had over 
their slippers wooden clogs, which are used 
by the peasantry, and slipped them off before 
stepping on tbe carpet: and referring to this 
custom, they said *‘they were put on when 
crossing the court-yard from habit, as it 
was ‘often damp, and thus their feet 
were raised above the ground. We 
thought they must be difficult to walk with: 
but they were much amused at the idea, and 
produced a pair which were higher than any 
we had seen, saying * ‘that those were the kind 
alady wore just after marriage, to make her 
look tall and of more importance than hereto- 
fore, raising her at least a foot above the 
ground, but they were only worn a snort 
time.’’ I suppose she meant until her friends 
were fully impressed with her oe ge 
Referring to our free, Juntrammeled life, Ma- 
dame—putting her hands to her mouth several 
times and throwing them out gracefully—said, 
**How happy we must be to be able to smell 
the wind.’ She did not doubt that in the 
three days we had passed in Damascus we had 
seen more than she had seen in all her life. 
According to the custom of the race these 
women almost never go outside of their own 
doors. Having been married at fourteen, our 
hostess ig now, at twenty-three, the mother 
of five or six children, and shut up with them 
within these walls from one year’s end to the 
other. Wesympathized with her most heart- 
ily when she sighed over the dullness of the 
life it was her lot to lead.

Startling Story of Violence in 
Northwest Baltimore. 


A Young Girl Chloroformed on the Street, 
Placed in a Street Railway Car, Carried 
into the Suburbs and Brutally Assaulted. 


{From the Baltimore Gazette. } 

An outrage which itis believed has no par- 
allel for boldness and atrocity in the history of 
criminal acts in Baltimore was perpetrated in 
the northwestern suburbs on Saturday night, 
the victim being a young and respectable girl 
of nineteen, and her fiendish assailant an 
unknown man who succeeded in making his 
escape after accomplishing the horrible crime. 
The punishment for such an offense is death. 
The story isa remarkable one, and but for the 
fact that an investigation establishes thor- 
oughly the statement of the helpless victim it 
would scarcely be credited. That a young 
woman could be approached on a public 
street at an early hour in the evening, sud- 
denly chloroformed into a condition of semi- 
consciousness, assisted on a street car, carried 
into the suburbs and brutally outraged, 
seems almost incredible, and yet the start- 
hing story, in all necessary essentials, has 
been fully verified. The fact thatthe girl is 
a friendless orphan, absolutely alonein the 
world, aggravates the crime, and when the 
facts are laid before the public, as they are 
now for the first time, they cannot but excite 
the utmost horror and indignation of the en- 
tire community. 

THE VICTIM AND THE CRIME. 

The victim of the fiendish outrage is Miss 
Georgie McComas, less than twenty years of 
age. Atthe death of her parents, when a 
child, she was admitted to the Home of the 
Friendless, at Druid Hill avenue and Town- 
send street, where she remained until about 12 
years of age. A situation was then procured 
for her in the family of Dr. Murphy (since de- 
ceased) at Port Deposit, Md., where she re- 
sided until less thana year ago. Soon after 
reaching the age of 18 she came to Baltimore 
in the hope of securing a more desirable posi- 
tion, and upon reaching the city at once ap- 
plied to Mrs. Frances A. Crook, president of 
the Home, and requested that lady to secure 
her a place in a family. Mrs. Crook referred 
her to Mr. John W. Cornelius, superintendent 
of the Maryland industrial school for giris,and 
Miss McComas was sent out to the institution. 
Upon becoming aware of the character of its 
inmates, she at once asked to be returned to 
the city, and after remaining at the school for 
a few weeks Mr. Cornelius secured her a place 
in a family residing at 60 Conway street. She 
remained in this pesition six ‘months and, 
ugain becoming dissatisfied, Mr. Cornelius 
obtained her a place in the family of Geo. W. 
Almack,. 317 Mulberry street, with whom she 
remained until Saturday night. 

CHLOROFORMED ON THE STREET. 

After finishing her household duties on the 
evening of Saturday, she lefi the house saying 
she intended to take a short walk, as was‘her 
usual custom, confining herself, however, to 
the square on which she lived. The street is 
rather dimly lighted between Fremont and 


Chatsworth streets, affording her assailant an 
opportunity of coming alongside of her almost 
before she was aware of his presence. He 
seized her by the arm, and, as she turned in 
alarm to ascertain his object, drew from his 
pocket asmall bottle containing a liquid of 
some kind—chloroform or some other anes- 
thetic—and applied it to her mouth and nostrils. 
At the first inhalation she lost the power to 
make an outecry,and was soon in a condition of 
half consciousness, and almost paralyzed with 
terror and the effects of the drug. Her assail- 
ant then, drawing his arm through hers, led 
her in the direction of a street railway line, 
supposed to be the Citizens’, and assisting 
her into the car. placed her in a seat and took 
one himself by her side. Thev rode together 
until near the upper terminus, in the neigh- 
borhood of Druid Hill park, when the man 
stopped the car, assisted her off, and half 
dragged her. as supposed, beyond the city 
limits into a woods. 
BRUTALLY OUTRAGED. 

The physical condition of the unfortunate 
victim was such that she was unable to offer 
the slightest resistance, but she has no recol- 


lection of the assault, as before it was made 


| she lost entire consciousness. Her face was 


scratched, and her mouth bore evidence of 
rough usage. As near as she can determine, 
it was about 11 o’clock when she was restored 
to conusciousnees, and upon attempting to rise 


| from the ground, saw her assailant in the act 


of leaving her. He probably remained to see 
that she had not been fatally assaulted, and 
upon seeing her partly restored, offered no 
further violence and quickly disappeared from 
sight. After a great effort the girl, suffering 
te rribly from horrible treatment, and still un- 
der the influence of the drug, raised herself 
and began the effort of returning tothe city. 
She was totally unacquainted with the locali- 
vy, but from the description she gives of the 
scene of the outrage, it was probably in the 
neighborhood of the Liberty road and Fulton 
avenue. For more than an hour she wander- 
ed aimlessly around, and finally reached Har- 
lem Park. and from there passed along Ed- 
mondson avenue. 
FIRST INTELLIGENCE OF THE OUTRAGE. 
It was nearly 1 o’clock yesterday (Sunday) 
morning ween she reached Edmondson ave- 
nue and Carey street, where her aprearance, 
wandering alone and apparently intoxicated, 
attracted the attention of acouple of gentle- 
men who were returning home. The girl 
passed, walking slowly and with difficulty, 
and after going half a block sank down ex- 
hausted on the steps ofa dwelling. Subse- 
quently the gentlemen approached and in- 


quired the cause of her trouble. 


HER APPEARANCE AND CONDITION. 

She was found crouched down on the steps 
and suffering terribly from nervous prostra- 
tion, superinduced by the brutal treatment 
she had received and alarm at finding herself 


| alone and unprotected. She was neatly but 


plainly attired and her demeanor was modest 
and appearance attractive. She is slightly 
above the medium stature and of rather 
slender physique. 

Upon being addressed she atjfirst gave vent to 
her grief, but soon recovered upon being as- 
sured that she would be afforded protection, 
and briefly outlined the story of the outrage as 
given above, the particulars of which she af- 
terward related more circumstantially to the 
wife of one of the gentiemen. A glass of Wat- 
er was obtained for her and an offer to permit 
her to remain at the residence of the gentle- 
man was gratefully accepted. It was evident 
that she was still suffering from the effects of 
the drugs she had inhaled. Her articulation 
was indistinct and she walked with great dif- 
ficulty the two or three blocks to the resi- 
dence, where the wife of one of the gentlemen

DESCRIPTION OF THE FIEND. 

The girl gave quite an accurate description 
of the man, from which it is learned that he is 
slightly above the medium height, heavily 
built, with black mustache, dark hair and 
eyes and respectably dressed. He was of 
powerful strength and almost lifted her from 
the ground as they walked and upon reaching 
the woods referred to threw her heavily to the 
grounp. She dénounced bitterly bis brutali- 
ty and said that during all her life she had 
striven to deport herself correctly and felt a 
cep: necessity for being prudent from the 

ct of her being an orphan, 

ACTION OF THE POLICE AUTHORITIES. 

After investigating the case as thoroughly as 
it was possible to do so within the limited time 
at his disposal the Gazette representative sent 
to police headquarters last night a commnni- 
cation conveying ail the particulars given 
above.
